It has long been known that King Edward 
occasionally wears a bang'e on his wrist. 
The late Duke of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha wore a 
heavy gold curb bracelet for years before 
his death, and even that hard-headed crim- 
inal lawyer. Henry Hawkins. now Lord 
Brampton, used to wear bracelets while sit- 
ting on the bench. 

The occasional bracelet wearer, however. 
has been regarded as a harmless exception 
to a healthy rule. Now. however, if the 
West End jewelers. are to be credited, the 
custom of wearing jewery of all kinds is 
rapidiy gaining ground in England, especial- 
ly among what is generally termed as “ the 
upper classes.” 


Jewelers Talk of the Fad. 

The Daily News sent a reporter to inquire 
of a number of the best known jewelers of 
the West End in regard to this matter with

BARRING POLITICAL LAWYERS. 
One of the worst evils connected with 
the State government of Lilinois is the ex- 
istence of the almost innumerable State 
Soba the only object of most of which 
is to devise new methods of spending State 
tunds. One of the favorite methods of using 
the State boards is the appointment of 
members of the Legislature who have been 
“useful”. in one way or another. An- 
othet way in which the public funds have 
been spent is in the employment by the 
various boards of special attorneys to whom 
are paid fees aggregating more than $200U,- 
000 a year. Both these points are covered 
in a report which Attorney General Ham- 
lin has about compieted. He wii hold in 
the first place that no member of the Legis- 
lature is eligible for appointment to a board 
which he had a vote in establishing or for 
which he voted appropriations. ‘The opin- 
ion will hold not ony that such appoinr- 
ment$ are in bad taste but that they are 
illegal, | 
Eqeally positive and much more importan 
is thé opinion as to the appointment of spe- 
cial attorneys by the various boards. For 
a number of years these appointments have 
been really made at the dictation of the 


Governor, and they have furnished the 
fattest political picking in his gift. Attor- 
ney General Hamin will hold that with 


the exception of possibly three or four of 


the forty-five boards not one of them is 
justified in appointing a special lawyer. 
Such ‘appointments are held to be illegal. 
As THe\Trrisune bas already pointed out 
in this connection, all legal questions which 
may arise in the deliberations of the various 
State boards shoud be referred to the office 
of the Attorney General of the State fur 
action. To furnish legal advice and conduct 
legal proceedings for the State boards is 
plainly the duty of the Attorney General and 
his agsistants,‘and Mr. Hamlin will take

good many political lawyers, but it will 
save the State at least $150,000 every year.

The appointment 
of Sir Redvers Buller and Sir Eve.yn Wood 
to command army corps ¢omes most inop- 
portunely at a time when affairs in. south 
Africa have taken a turn strongiy 
sembling the gioomy season in 1899, when 
these men were suffering repeated disas- 
ters.

The war had 
reached a stage where the judicions exer- 
cise of conciliatory dipiomacy might have 
hastened the return of péace, but of-con- 
ciliation or diplomacy Lord Kitchener knows 
no more than a pdlar bear.

Infections show in many ways the incompleteness of our knowledge. The 
specific germs are known for tuberculosis, pneumonia, malaria, diphtheria, 


and some other infections. Butthe specific organisms are not known which |

Herr Kohtz, the eminent Berlin prob- 
lematist, has written a brochure on the In- 
dian problem which treats that masterpiece 
of chess problematic masquerade both his- 
torically and scientifically. It would look 
from this as if chess writers were taking a 
lesson from the Greek scholar who spent his 
Mfe in studying the Greek enclitic, and on 
his deathbed regretted that he had not con- 
fined himself to the dative case. If this 
minute specialization keeps up we may look 
for such future chess works as the following: 
**Knight to Knight’s Second,’’ Black's 
Seventh Move in the Berlin Defense to the 
Ruy Lopez,’’ by E. Lasker; “ Two-Flight 
Eight-Move Sul Mates,’’ by Walter Beres-. 
ford Bull; and “ Should Black Retreat His 
’ Bishop to Rook's Fourth or Bishop's Fourth 
in the Evans Gambit,’’by Harry N.Pillebury.

Variations Are Numerous. 


There are two variations which may arise. 
from this move. Black may follow up by 
playing P-Q Kt 4on the sixth move, after the 
bishop has retreated to rook’s fourth, or he 
may play P-Q 3. If he pursues this latter 
course his defense will be a delightful hybrid, 
in which all three of the recognized defenses 
to the Ruy. Lopez are utilized. The shifting 
sentiment on thi§ defense at present declares 
this latter move the better one, and holds 
that where the P-Q 3 defenseis employed the 
queen's rook’s pawn should certainly be 
advanced one square as a preliminary meas- 


Some noted players, such as Blackburne, 
adopt this défense, but the result is a 
cramped game, in which black has hardly 
any offensive chances unless he makes them 
as Blackburne did in the celebrated game 
with Lasker at this opening by a Greek gift 
to his opponent’s incautious pawn hunger. 

When black follows up with P-Q Kt 4 on 
his sixth move he arrives ata position which 
was in considerable vogue in the_late ’8s, 
but in which black gets a poor game, as his 
queen's side pawns, notably the queen's 
bishop’s pawn, are weak, while his bishop at 
king’s third, where he must post it to protect 
the queen’s pawn, is not harming white, 
and his knight at king’s fifthisinasomewhat 
precarious condition. The best black can 
do in this defense, if it is played up to the 
handle by white, is to try to change off 
pieces, so’ as to remain with two bishops for 
the ending, in which his queen’s side pawns, 
if. properly managed, may offer him some 
chance. 


New Ending from France. 


A pretty ending occurred in a game be- 
tween Messrs. Seyal and Fox, played in 
} Anvers, France, last December. White has 
a king at king knight’s second, a queen at 
king’s second, rooks at king’s rooks, and:

Some one has advanced the argument that 
rust in the steel structures, produced by the 
inevitable steam heat of the skyscraper, will 
be the agent of destruction. 

“What has been anticipated,” said Mr. 
Renwick, “‘by covering the metal in fire- 
proofing. This keeps out the air, even, mak- 
ing rust seem impossible. Qur examinations 
of the structural steel in the Tacoma Build- 
ing, made tWo or three years ago, showed 
that it had not been affected in the least. 
That is one of the oldest of the skyscrapers, 
and our present methods afe ahead of those 
employed there. 

“So far as an architect can see today, there 
is no reason why the skys¢rapers around us 
should not be standing 100 years from now. 
They are likely to be outgtfown, rather than . 
decay. If they should stand to the point of 
collapse, I think the first evidence of it would 
be shown in the weakening of the brackets 
which support the floor weights. Long be- 
fore this, however, we might expect the stair 
supports to give way, for in most cases these 
ate unprotected iron, susceptible to rust.” 

In general, absolutely perpendicular walls 
in the Chicago skyscrapers are few.. The‘ 
floating foundations of.most of them, affected 
in some degree by the pile-driving influences 
of elevators, banked often at one side of a: 


building, have tended to throw the building 
out of a perpendicular.

After the war he was retained 
in the navy, and on March 12, 1868, after 
passing examinations, he was appointed En- 
sign in the regular service. From that posi- 
tion, through the rules of senority, he passed, 
grade by grade to the position of Captain, In 
which capacity he served last as commander 
of the monitor Monadnock, stationed in Ma- 
nila Bay. By virtue of a law passed two 
years ago, Captain Farenholt was retired on 
Bept. 2, last, taking the rank just above his 
title, which is Rear Admiral. .

WHEN’ ‘A TOWN ISN’T. 

After several days of anxious waiting the 
Census department has made reply to the 
host of inquiries directed to it. The census 
officials at Washington say that Daleville 
is not included in the report of towns of the 
United States because it is not an incorpor- 
ated town. The population of'Daleville, they 
say, was not omitted in the official count. 
It could not be counted as Daleville’bec ,use 


they do not recognize towns that have not. 


incorporated under State laws. Therefore 
the populafion of. Daleville was counted in 
with thet of Salem Township, Delaware 
County, Ind., of which Daleville ts a part. 
Daleville, says the government, is a post- 
office and not a town, and only legal subdi- 
visions are ever recognized. 

The Town of Daleville does not admit ¢ en- 
tirely the justice of the position assumed by 
the government. In fact, Daleville ist in- 
clined to resent it. The citizens say that 
they are perfectly aware that Daleville has 
never been incorporated but that it isa town 
just the same. The citizens of Daleville 
contend that towns are of twe kinds, incor- 
porated and unincorporated, and that a town 
of 1,200 people, with factories and many 
kinds of { es, with churches and stores, 

rs,

Then a few days later another sprinter may 
Yrop into the town who will go to some of 
the citizens and claim to be able to beat the 
first sprinter that came into the town. To 
prove that he is able to ‘beat the first man 
the second sprinter invites a chosen few to 


come out to some quiet place at night and 
success all through 


watch him run. The party go out and hold 
stop watches on the sprinter and discover 
that he is really a fast runner and his time is 
mych better than the time made by the first 
man in his race with the local sprinter. Ac- 
cordingly all who witnessed the exhibition 
made by the new arrival are anxious to back 
him against the first man. 

A race. is arranged and the word goes 
around in the town to back the second sprint- 
er with all the money that can be found in 
the town. The first sprinter has a few back- 
ers who suddenly appear in the town and a 
g00d sim of money is put up on the results 
of the contests. Of course when the race is 
run the first sprinter who came into the place 
gasily wins and the second man who had 
eecured the backing of the whole town is 
badly beaten, — 

. The foot racing swindle can awaken little 
sympathy for its vicitms. They go into the 
scheme, and put up their money because 


they think they have a “ sure thing”’ and 
that they themselves are going to work a. 
shrewd game on those they are betting 
against. When it develops that they are 
* hoist by their own petard ’’ they are not in 
a position to make much of a protest, al- 
though they sometimes do. 
* WISE” ARE VICTIMS. ‘ 
In fact, the most successful swindling 
Laas are those in which the man who is to be 


‘swindled is made to believe that he ts going 


to be “‘ let in’”’ on a scheme to swindle some- 
body else. He is flattered by this appeal 
to his sagacity and cunning, and the chance 
of making a big sum of money without the 
slightest risk of losing the money he is 


called upon to put up. So victims are found. 


readily everywhere. | 

. Sharpers like to work this style of a swindle 
because it puts their victim in a position 
where if he has much concern for his reputa- 


‘tion or any family pride he will pocket his 


loss and mortification without a word rather 
than confess before his neighbors that he 
entered into a conspiracy to swindle some of 
them. So the sharpers often get away with- 
out the victim even admitting that he was 
fleeced out of his money. 


BOGUS JEWELRY. 


Tramps often dispose of snide jewelry on. 
the ‘same principle that the fake foot races’ 


are managed. The tramp makes his victim 
believe that the jewelry was stolen, and that 
it must therefore be disposed of by the tramp 
at a great sacrifice In order that he should 
be*rid of it. The victim thinks he sees in 
the tramp’s extremity his opportunity, and 
he buys the fake jewelry at a good, fairsum, 
considering what the tramp paid for it. 
A tramp who decides to sell “ phony " jew- 
elry will buy six ‘ diamond” rings for $1 
at some dealer in imitation jewelry in the 
jarge cities. He will take one of these rings 
and wrap it carefully up in an old bandanna 
, and when he finds a victim 


he tows him down to some sequestered place 
and in awful secrecy takes out the ring and 
informs the prospective purchaser that the 
ring is worth $75 or $100. | 
‘‘Where did you get it?” asks the victim, 
suspiciously. 
‘* Never mind where I got it,” answers the 


tramp. “I got it all right, but I got. ter 
git it offen my possession.

Prisons and Prisoners in Siberia. 


@he largest prison at the present time is 
St-Seamara. The large prison at Irkutsk is 
well Shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tions. One these pictures represénts an 
imteresting scene, the deportation of a large 
group of prisoners. The prisoners are about

straining crime. The well behaved criminals 
in Siberia are soon given an opportunity to 
establish homes and create an independent 
existence, a great inducement and encour- 
agement to better his moral condition. Many 
of the criminals are now successful and hap- 
py farmers and herdsmen. Such penal colo- 
nies in. Alaska and other isolated parts of 
our country are needed, and under strict 
police or military supervision would accom- 
plish more real good to our criminal classes 
than prolonged confinement in our State 
prisons. 

We foung the Schilka at its best, the recent 
heavy rainfall raised its water sufficiently to 


‘do away with all difficulties to river naviga- | 


tion. At this point, Bajan, i is about sev- 
enty-five yards in width. It has a stony or 
mud bottom and the current at the existing 
water level is at least eight miles an hour. 
The water is turbid, a condition probably 
dive to the recent heavy rainfall. The valley 
through which it flows is narrow and closed. 
in on both sides by a series of low ridges. 
We arrived at Ssrjetensk in time for dinner 
at the Hotel Mikirlitsch, a large log house 
with a respectable cuisine. We were in- 
formed that the steamer would remain here 
for a whole day. 
All Houses Built of Logs. 

Serjetensk is situated on the left bank of 
the Schilka and has 8,000 inhabitants, most- 
ly Cossacks and Chinese. All of the houses, 
new and old, are made of unhewn logs;, they 
differ only in age and size. The streets are 
not paved, and the few narrow sidewalks 
consist of boards, with no support but the 
ground. The streets are irregularly laid out 
and reek with filth. It is by far the dirtiest 
town in Siberia. During the dry season the 
air is filled with dust, almost suffocating. 
Although this is the eastern terminus of the 
Transbalkal division of the Transsiberian 
road and a rivet port of considerable im- 
portance, little business enterprise is shown. 
The few street lamps are lighted with coal 
oll. The Chinese are well Ifked, and prosper 
in conducting small. stores, truck gardens, 
and as day laborers. They are much more 
cheerful than: their neighbors, the Cossacks. 
Some enterprising American with ample 
means to establish a department store would 
find here an excellent opening. 

We found here for the first time some 
discomfort from the aggressive housefly, 
and in the evening, at sunset, after the rain, 
the air was swarming with sandfiies. This 
pale, velvety, innocent insect made its ap- 
pearance near the surface of the water, grad- 
ually ascending higher and higher, until the 
air had the appearance of a snowstorm in 
midwinter with the living flakes driven in. 
all directions as if they had lost control 
over their wings and were thrown about by 
a whirlwind. The few mosquitoes were well 
behaved, preferring to satisfy their thirst 
for blood by fastening themselves on the 
dus skin of the even-tempered natives 
rather than take the risk of attacking the 
nervous Americans in search of rest and 
recreation. 

The steamer left its mooring on Tuesday 
morning at 9 o’clock, swept down the river 
for a few miles with railway d¢peed, and 
again cast anchor at the military station 
on the left bank of the river, where nearly 
the entire afternoon was spent in taking on 
board hundreds of bales of tanned sheep- 
skins. The freight was handled entirely by 
Chinese, who were given an ample oppor- 
tunity to demonstrate the strength of their 
muscies and their:skill in carrying loads 
under which the average American would 
break down. All this hard work was done 
willingly amidst laughter and jests. 


| Not Bothered by Fashion.

I shall im- 
prove this opportunity to replace aloss which 
I have always felt very keenly. , 
Cossack in Romance and Reality. | 
It is net generally known what is really 
meant by the term Cossack. We only know 
the Cossack as an important integral part of 
the Russian army. Every one has read of 
the heroic deeds of the Cossack. We imagine 
that a Cossack is a bloodthirsty warrior of 
large size riding a charger fretting for the 
fray: The Cossack does not differ in size 
with the other Russians and the horse he 
rides is a large pony, as gentle as a lamb. 
On careful inquiry I find that this word has a 
much wider significance. It applies to a 
distinct part of the Russian population liv- 
ing together in communities called “‘ Stan- 
iga.””. They are a hardy ple, fond of 
horses, soldiering, and warfare? The villages 
on the banks of the Schilka below Ssrjetensk 
are Cossack settlements. The Cossacks are 
also numerous in the Amur Province. A 
large settlement occupies the best part of the 
Ural district. The Cossacks receive many 
special favors from the crown and théy are 
exceptionally loyal to the Czar, who on his 
part has an abiding faith in his Cossack 
‘troops. 
The Cossacks receive the land from the 
government free, and each settlement has 
its own local” government of a truly repub- 
lican character. Every able-bodied Cossack, 


In 1897 I bo 


on the other hand, must serve in the army for. 


four years, always in Cossack regiments. Aft- 
er he has completed his military term he re- 
turns to his home and remains in the reserve 
as long as he can carry a gun. In this ca- 
pacity he becomes a soldier for life. He is 
obliged to buy his uniform, weapons, horse, 
‘and equipments, and at fixed intervals does 
military service for a short time. In case 
of war he is subject to active duty at any 
time and must respond promptly when called 
out. This immense force is an important 
partjof the actual war footing of the Russian 
army. The Cossack is a splendid horseman, 
and his military training is devoted largely 
to the cavalry service. A prominent Russian 
General when asked as to the qualifications 
of the Cossack as a soldier replied that he 
could be relied upon in a guefrilla warfare, 
but [fell short in open field operations, The 
military color of the Schilka district Cossack 
is yellow, of the Ural Cossack violet, and the 
Amur Cossack red. They are permitted to 
wear the military cap in civil life, and they 
seldom neglect doing so. The little Cossacks 
enjoy the same privileges from the time they 
are born and it is common to see little boys 
Tr the distinction of their fathers. 


| Prisoners in Cages. 

Opr steamer did not leave Ssrjetensk until 
ay morning, Aug. 14, the interven- 
ing time being occupied by taking freight. 
The day before our departure we saw two 
prison barges lashed together, side by side, 
filled with convicts, and @ freight barge 
loafied with provisions towed by a large tug 
going down the Schilka on the long journey 
to \the Sachalin Island. In the middie of 
each barge was an enormous cage, in which 
over a hundred prisoners were standing and 
walking, and peering through the heavy 
iron grating. In front and behind this hu- 
man cage were the cabins. Bach barge 
was guarded by soldiers with fixed bayonets. 
The barges looked clean and were wéll ven- 
tilated, and from all appearances the pris- 
oners were more comfortable than the third- 
clgss passengers on our steamer. The whip- 
ping-post and other equally cruel punish- 
ments have been done entirely away with in 
the Siberian prisons, as I was informed from 

Anat prison life is not as severe in Siberia 
as it has been represented ‘to be is hes epcs 
from the statements made by prisoners 
themselves, It is said that many prisoners 
after they have been released, commit some 
minor offense as a means to avail them- 
selves again of the comforts of prison life 
‘A cab driver in Irkutsk, who was confined 
for eight years in the prison of that city 
spoke in the highest ‘terms of the treatment 
he had received, and pointed with pride to a 
three-story building owned by a man who 
had gone through a similar experience with

ides. The scenery is pleasing, panorama- 
like, and the landscape is beautified by the 
pany sharp bends of the river. At each 
bend new sights meet the eye. The great 
regret I experienced while enjoying ever 
oh landscapes was the distance of 
the flower-strewn banks, which madé it im- 
possible for me to distinguish and identify 
the flowers of the Schilka Valley. The 
farms are small upy the sides and 
summits of the hills. The villages ere wide 
apart and small, ranging from 150 to 800 in- 
habitants, only a few of them large enough 
to support a church. The hills are covered 
with light timber, birch, fir, poplar, and 
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larch. The scenery is mbdst picturesque 
from the ever varying views that present 
themselves every few minutes as the steamer 
glides down the rippling surface of the rest- 
less stream. To enjoy such scenery to the 
fullest extent the eyes must be kept con- 
stantly busy and the panorama-like land- 
scapes will prevent them from becoming 
tired. . 
Magnificent Siberian Scenery. 

The river itself and the green mountain-like 
embankments create views that oannot be 
found anywhere else. Our majestic Mis- 
sissippi has no such environments, and the 
proud palisades of the Hudson are but mole- 
hills compared with the mountain’ ridges 
that bound the limits of the Schilka Valley. 
The river coéfitfacts and dilates in obedience 
to the @nbaiikments, often forcing its 


way througha narrow door, then expanding . 


as the ridges recede, evidently with a heave 
of intense relief, bubbling and rippling with 
Joy. At one time the ridges are higher on 
‘one side, then again the coriditions are re- 
versed. We now see on one side heavy tim- 
ber, on the other a young, promising forest, 
basking ih the sunshine of the smiling SiI- 
berian sun; at the next bend of the river 
the landscape is reversed. , Before the eye 
can bathe fully in the grandeur of high, 
proud, frowning, rocky cliffs it feasts on 
the green meadows of a wide valley that 
comes nearer and nearer wntil we catch the 
sight of a smal) hamlet ora village large and 
rich enough to own a small church, that

Antipodes of Chicago. —

that we have reached a point on our long jour- 
ney directly opposite Chi¢ago—the antipodes. 
The antipodes to Chicago is somewhere near 
‘Ssrjetensk, which we left yesterday nrorning. 

We have been traveling in a line against the 
sun since we left Chicago, and if we reach 
San Francisco and Chicago in pursuing the 
same course, as we undoubtedly will, every 
member of the party will be convinced that 
the world is round. The postmasters in the 
Schilka Valley can send, if they were permit- 
_ted todo so, our letters either way and they 
would reach Chicago about the same time. 
This privilege, however, is denied to the mall 
officials. AH Russian mai! as far east as 
Viadivostock is sent by the way of St. 
Petersburg. On what ground this order has 
been issued I do not know, unless it is to de- 


* prive the Japanese steamers from carrying 


Russia mail to the United States. As far as 
we are concerned, if we want to’reach home 
in the shortest possible time there is no re- 
turn by the way we came, as we can reach 
Chicago in less time by going forward than 
by retracing the steps we have made. It is 
an inspiring thought, when we reflect, as I 
aM writing these lines at high noon, with the 
eun shining brightly overhead, that Chicago 
is wrapped in darkness, its streets deserted, 
our families and friends asleep.

Amur has just now an important political 
distinction, as it constitutes the dividing line 
between the two greatest countrieafin the 
world—Russia and China. It was here we 
first caught a glimpse of China, and we will 
follow its river border until we reach Chabo- 
rowsk. This little village, containing as it 
does only 375 inhabitants, presents a most 
forlorn appearance, It contains only three 
small stores, but can boast of two churches. 
It was in this dirty little town that one of 
our party was reminded in a most forcible 


“way that he was still on imperial soil. We 


visited, the postoffice—a rickety little log- 
house and entered the sanctum of 
the representative of the Czar for 
the purpose of purchasing a few postal cards. 


The most dignified member of the party failed 


to remove his cap on entering the room. The 
postmaster, in full uniform and silver shoul- 
der straps hand wide, refused to do business 
until he saw the bald head of the one upon 
whom his eyes were fixed from the moment 
he came in sight. The little business trans- 
action was then disposed of, the bald spot 
disappeared under the American cap, and our 
friend turned his back to the handler of let- 
ters, more fully impressed with the refined 
customs of wild Siberia, 

The stranger who visits this spot for the 
first time can hardly imagine that he stands 
on one of the most important polttical land- 
marks—Russia on one stde, China on the 
other. Phis part of Russia new, China older 
than Rome; Russia strong, China yielding; 
Russia aggressive, China made passive by re 
cent disasters; Russia progressive, China 
still wrapped in the mantle of obstinate con- 
servatism. In the Schilka Valley and the 
upper Amur region a strong reminder of the 
late Chinese war remains in the form of a 
military road. The necessity for troops came 
when the Schilka and Upper Amur were not 
navigable. The road had to be built quickly 
and the military engineers received instruc- 
tions to complete it in two months. -The in-’ 
structions were carried out and two months 
after the work was commenced the long 
procession formed by 60,000 men, cannon,

of the rivers has submerged this interesting 
road at many points, but it is rea ble to 
expect that the large sum of money spent In 
its construction will not be entirely lost, as at 
no distant time it will prove useful in the ex:

Siberian Vegetables and Fruit. 


The most common vegetables in Siberia are 
cucumbers and potatoes. The cucumber is 
eaten by all classes throughout the entire 
year, fresh in the summer and pickled in the 
winter. The peasants never think of peeling 
the juicy, tender product of the hardy vine. 
‘The Siberian cucumber is far more palatable 
and less likely to derange digestion than our 
own. The potato is cultivated everywhere, 
and the tubers are of excellent quality. Cab- 
bage, cauliflower, onions, beets, and carrots 
can be seen in any vegetable garden of any 
pretension. Oranges and lemons can be 
bought at any of the eating statiahs at the 
rate of 20 kopeks apiece. They come from 


- Italy by the way of the Black Sea and the 


Volga. A small apple in Irkutsk commands 
the same price. The indigenous fruits are 
supplied by the forests. They are: Straw- 
berries, dewberries, raspberries, and blue- 
herries. The strawberries are small, sweet, 
and aromatic; the raspberries are delicious, 
the blueberries rather sour, excellent when 
eaten with sugar. 

The sparrow needs no introduction to any 
hation or any inhabitable country... He is 
known the world over. He is known for his 
prodigious fecundity and his phenomenal 
aptitude to live and prosper in all climates. 
He is a shrewd immigrant and in politics 
an open Anarchist: He works not, he sows 
not: his whole time and all his energies are 
devoted to reaping. When his family grows 
‘beyond the food supply of a locality and he 
is obliged to look for a hew home his whole 
concern concentrates in finding a locality 
where man is engaged in raising grain or its 
equivalent. Once located where 
supply is abundant he stays and does all in 
his power to keep at a safe distance any of 
the feathered intruders that have a taste for 
the same kind of food he subsists on. 

Social Life Among Sparrows. © 

The sparrow has a systematic, well organ- 
ized government. Defensive war is his pas- 
time. When invasion threatens his tribe turns 
out in force to defend what he claims as his 
own. What one sparrow cannot accomplish 
dozens, hundreds, and thousands can. When 
the leadér sounds the alarm the fesponse is 
prompt, and if occasion requires it the fight 
is unto death. The anarchistic tendencies 
of the sparrow are the leading features of 
-his selfish life, but he possesses one redeem- 
ing virtue that entitles him to some consid- 


‘eration, im that he is democratic In all that 


this qualifying term implies. He has no use 
for a summer vacation or a change.of cli- 
mate. He stays where he lives and shares 
the discomforts of elimate with the human 
beings that supply him with food. This good 
quality is manifested by the Siberian spar- 
row in an eminent and laudable degree. 
Seven out of twelve months his food supply 
is buried underneath the gnow, and it re- 
quires some effort on his part to find it. In 
appearance, behavior, and language the Si!- 
berian sparrow is the counterpart of our 
-own. Climatic influences make no impres- 
sion on his little. body and selfish nature. 
Here in Siberia, as elsewhere, when he looks 
for a hew home he has an eye on the grain 
fields. It is only in the grain producing part 
of Siberia that this bird can be found. He 
cares nothing for the mountains, shrubs, 
trees, and flowers; he ‘Warts grain for his, 
gizzard, and grain he gets. For hundreds 


of miles through the great forests of Siberia | 


not a single sparrow can be seen, and his re- 
appearance on the telegraph wires is the 
surest indication that wheat flelds are near 
by. This little confirmed thief is undoubt- 
edly responsible for the absence of song 
birds, which in his absence could spend their 
summer vacation nowhere more pleasantly 
than in the land of endless forests. 


Education in Siberia. — 
There are few public schools in Siberia. 
The young man or young woman who seeks 
an education must pay forit. The only uni- 


versity in this country is at Omsk and has. 


at present only 400 students, including stu- 
dents of medicine and law. In the larger 
cities private high grade schools afford an 
opportunity to obtain a good practical edu- 
eation, but all of them have to rely on tul- 
tion for their existence. The Russian gov- 
ernment did not deem it advisable ‘when 
slavery was abolished to educate at its ex-. 
pense the liberated slaves. The result of this 
conservatism has been that labor, so essen- 
tial in the development of a new country, 
has not been impaired and the professions 
have not become overcrowded, the counh- 
terpart of what has happened in our coun- 
try since the civil war. There can be little 
doubt that the Russian government at no 
distant time will make ample provision for 
an elementary education even in the remote 
Siberian villages, and this is as far as it is 
safe and advisable to go. The best possible 
preparation for a higher education is work. 
The best men and women in all professions, 
with few exceptions, are self-made men and 
omen. Observation and history corrobo- 
te the correctness of this ‘statement. We 
have gone to the other extreme in our coun- 
try, with the result that labor has become 
‘stagnant and all of the professions crowded 
far beyond existing demands. These re- 
marks apply with special force to the negroes 
of the South. Those who live among them 
have become satisfied by experience that edu- 
cation among them has proved a failure. 
Restrict free education to our excellent pub- 
lic schools and a more healthy condition of 
_ and professional affairs will be cre-

A bill poster knows every inch of bill 
ng space that there is to be found in 
the district in which he works. Every alley 
fence, or ash box, or télegraph pole, or space 
of any description where there is a good place 
to put eae bill is known to the bill poster, not 
by its proper name, such as fence, tree, or 
box, but simply as a ‘‘daub.’’ The bill poster 
keeps a jealeus eye.on his daubs, and when a 
rival puts paper on them he hastens out to 
tear down the enemy’s paper or put his own 
bills on top. 

Bill posters are said to know more tricks 
than men in any other calling. Good avalil- 
able space for the pasting of bille where the 
public are sure to see and read them is none

his paper up one way he often tries another. 
There is a legend among the Chicago bill 
posters of what they consider an extreme- 
ly clever that was played by the bill

T is altogether doubtful wheth- 
er Frank enjoys his antics on 
the circus stage half as much 
as do the thousands of chil- 
dren and grown-ups who 
laugh at the funny perform- 
ances in the Forepaugh and 
Sells Bros. shows.
